Councilman Davison presented a res­ 
olution that the salary of Peter Sens- 
back be $20 per month from June 1, to

Misch moved to amend the

Sensback is now g etting $10 a month 
from the city and about $25 from the 
merchants.

months one of the reg ular nig ht officers 
has been off duty and .Sensback has had 
additional duties. 
Davison submitted an ordinance pro­ 
viding that all peddlers selling g oods in 
this city shall first obtain a license from 
the city clerk. 
The ordinance also pro­ 
vided that auctioneers shall obtain a 
license. 
The ordinance will take the 
usual course. 
Misch intodueed an ordinance provid­ 
ing that all bill posters shall pay a li­ 
cense fee. 
Cpon the call for ordinances on sec­ 
ond reading , the city clerk read the or­ 
dinance 
providing 
that 
non-resident 
phy sicians practicing in this city shall 
first obtain a city license. 
The council 
voted to make the license ten dollars 
(frlO) for each day ‘aid phy sicians prac­ 
tice in the city . 
Upon motion of Coun­ 
cilman Davison the minimum penalty 
for failing to so secure said license was j 
fix ed at $10 and the max imum penalty 
at $25. 
It was provided that each day 
that said non-resident phy sicians prac 
tice in the city of Sey mour without se 
curing the required license, shall be re­ 
g arded as a separate offense. 
An ordinance providing that tran 
sient photog raphers shall obtain a li­ 
cense before selling of taking orders 
for photog raphs or for enlarg ing pic 
tures, was also placed upon second read­ 
ing . 
Upon motion of Councilman Davi­ 
son the license fee for each day was set 
at $2.50 per week $5.00, and per month 
$10. 
The penalty for failing to first ob­ 
tain such license before making such 
sales of taking such orders shall not be 
less than $5.00 nor more than $10. 
The electric lig ht franchise to ( ’. E. 
Lay ton and assoc ates was read for the 
second time. 
Councilman W. R 
Day moved that 
Laurel street be g raded and g raveled 
from Chestnut street to Pennsy lvania 
railroad. 
He also stated that the street 
near Laurel street school building need­ 
ed repairing . 
The work was ordered 
done as soon as possible. 
Ewing Shields was present and asked 
that the eng ine r g ive the g rade on 
Broadway for sidewalks which were or­ 
dered several months ag o. 
City eng i­ 
neer ordered to g ive the g rade. 
Frank S. Smith representing the I n­ 
dianapolis, Columbus & Southern Trac­ 
tion 
Company , 
appeared 
before 
the 
council and stated that the city had or­ 
dered the company to build concrete 


sidewalks north of interurban tracks, 
and also between the tracks of the 
Southern Indiana railway . 
Mr. Smith 
stated th at the company was willing to 
do what was rig ht but thoug ht that the 
company should not be required to con­ 
struct walks between the two track*’.

Althoug h the jury in the case of G ar­ 
ry Preg g y , who was charg ed with violat­ 
ing the liquor laws, reported to the 
judg e that the defendant had bee found 
g uilty and a penalty of $50 imposed, the 
jury men were dismissed because they 
could not ag ree upon a jail sentence, 
which, they were informed by the court, 
must be added to the sentence. 
This 
was the first of the cases which were 
filed as a result of the Brownstown 
raids to be tried and much interest was 
manifested in the outcome. 
The case was called Wednesday morn­ 
ing and went to the jury late in the a f ­ 
ternoon. 
The jury men were out until 
noon Thursday , when they reported to 
the judg e th a t they had found the de­ 
fendant g uilty and had fix ed his fine 
at $50. 
The court instructed them that 
the law required that a jail sentence 
be g iven in cases of this character, and 
the jury returned for further delibera­ 
tion. 
About four o ’clock they ag ain 
returned to the court room and reported 
that they w'ere unable to ag ree upon the 
jail sentence, which was necessary , and 
were dismissed. 
As their first report 
was not official, no record was made of it, 
and the court docket will show that the 
jury was dismissed, having failed to 
reach an ag reement. 
Just what effect this trial will have 
upon another for the same charg e is a 
question of discussion among those in­ 
terested in the prosecution of these 
•ases. 
It 
is believed by some that 
Preg g y can not be tried ag ain as another 
rial for the same offense would be put- 
ing the defendant in jeopardy twice 
for the same offense, which is prohibited 
by the Constitution. 
The people who 
ire of this opinion say that althoug h the 
final record of the case shows that the 
jury did not ag ree, in reality the do- j 
endant was been found g uilty of the 
charg e, which would be a bar to another 
prosecution. 
Others declare that the defendant has 
not been found g uilty , as shown by the 
court docket, and the fact that the jury 
did report a finding of g uilty th at ver­ 
dict was not final and will not prevent 
the defendant from being tried iag ain. 
The case was prosecuted by O. O. 
S wails, prosecuting attorney , assisted 
by R. <’. Minton, attorney for the Anti- 
Saloon Leag ue. 
The principal witness 
for the state was a chemist who said 
he had analy zed the drink which was 
called “ cherry bounce,” and had found 
that it contained 2.55 per cent of alco­ 
hol. 
He also testified th at beer con­ 
tained from 2.5 to 7 .5 per cent, alcohol, 
but the most of the brands which were 
upon the market contained about 3.5 
per cent. 
The witnesses for the defen­ 
dant testified th at they had drank from 
two to seven bottles of the drink at one 
time and they were not intox icated from 
it. 
It was also broug ht out in the tes­ 
timony that the firm which sob! the 
cherry bounce had ag reed to pay for 
any fines which mig ht be asses ed from 
the sale of the drink. 
It is believed that an effort will be 
made to convict the defendant and that 
another charg e will be filed ag ainst him, 
althoug h it is not probably th at the 
case will be called ag ain this term. 


John R. Walsh has at last broken si­ 
lence in reg ard to a pardon. 
After 
sending two letters to him on the sub­ 
ject which elicited no reply the Depart­ 
ment of Justice has received a letter 
from Defrees, Bucking ham, Ritter & 
Campbell, Chicag o attorney s. 
This firm 
states that it represents Mr. Walsh and 
that it is now eng ag ed in the prepara­ 
tion of a petition for his pardon which 
will be forwarded to the Department of 
Justice soon. 
The firm also states that, 
while the petitions that have come from 
Indiana 
are 
appreciated, 
they 
were 
unauthorized and were circulated and 
sig ned wholly on the initiative of the 
ag ed financier’s Indiana friends. 
This letter from Mr. W alsh’s atto r­ 
ney s puts the financier’s ease in a better 
lig ht before the department. 
It fre­ 
quently happens that unauthorized pe­ 
titions for the pardon of a convict come 
in. 
There have been times when these pe­ 
titions have g one to the President and 
were acted on adversely , after which the 
person whose pardon was soug ht has dis­ 
claimed having had any thing to do with 
the petition for his release, and has in­ 
sisted that his case was not properly 
presented. 
It is not known that this would have 
happened in the case of Mr. Walsh, but 
the department has adopted the rule of 
declining to consider any important case 
unless the beneficiary of the pardon 
movement personally acknowledg es his 
identity with it. 
The petition from Mr. W a lsh ’s atto r­ 
ney s will state in detail the g rounds up­ 
on which a pardon is asked. 
This also, 
is considered desirable, if not actually 
necessary , by the department. 
The 50,- 
00ft friends of Mr. Walsh in Indiana 
who have petitioned for his release have 
not set forth any convincing reasons why 
clemency should be ex tended to him. 
Their plea has abounded in sentiment, 
but not in log ic. 
Today Representative Moses received 
by ex press from Indiana another larg e 
bunch of petitions sig ned by many thou­ 
sands of names asking that Mr. Walsh 
be released from prison.

It as provided by a 
law of 19 05 th at the school of osteo­ 
pathy should be represented on the state 
board with one member. 
Some time ag o the Governor received 
a letter from the secretary ot the Mich­ 
ig an board in w hich an attack was made 
upon Dr. John F. Spaunhurst, who lias a 
branch office in this city , and who is the 
representative of the osteopaths on the 
state board. 
The letter stated (that 
“ that man S paunhurst” was incompet­ 
ent, and as long as he remained on the 
board the reciprocal ag reement was in 
daijg er of being recinded. 
Governor 
Marshall 
replied 
asking 
for 
specific 
charg es ag ainst Dr. Spaunhurst, and a 
second letter was received but did not 
mention Dr. Spaunhurst. 
In receipt of 
this letter Governor Afarshall dropped 
the Spaunhurst osteopath matter so far 
as Alichig an was concerned, he being 
convinced that the Michig an board was 
interested in the Indiana law rather 
than in the osteopath member of the 
board. 
As a further means of ascertaining 
whether the presence of Dr. Spaunhurst 
on the board was inimical to the welfare 
of the medical profession in the state, 
the Governor has submitted to a number 
of practicing osteopaths of hig h stand­ 
ing the list of questions on etiolog y and 
hy g iene, and that on phy siolog y , pre­ 
pared by Dr. Spaunhurst for the J a nu­ 
ary ex aminations having been made to 
him that the questions were not up to a 
standard on which the board oug ht to 
insist. 
Replies to the Governor’s let­ 
ters of inquiry concerning the questions 
were uniformly to the effect that from 
the viewpoint of the osteopathic school 
the questions were j st, sufficient and 
perfectly satisfactory . 
The questions 
were made the subject of a debate be­ 
tween Dr. Spaunhurst and the other 
members of the board in a meeting fol­ 
lowing the Janua ry ex amination, when 
the session almost broke up in a pitched 
battle of words. 
Reports of the dissen- 
tion reached the Governor, who ascer­ 
tained the cause, and set about to deter­ 
mine whether or not Dr. Spaunhurst was 
at fault. 
The Governor has satisfied himself 
th at the assault on Spaunhurst was un­ 
warranted, since his work on the board 
was very satisfactory to the school he 
represents, and since the school has offic­ 
ially indorsed the work of its represent­ 
ative, he reg ards the Spaunhurst phase 
of the state board matter a closed inci­ 
dent. 
Another important question 
wlijch 
will be taken up by the Governor in the 
near future is the fee which is now- 
charg ed by the members of the board 
for preparing ex amination questions 
and correcting manuscripts submitted 
by applicants for a state medical li­ 
cense. 
It is understood that the Gov­ 
ernor objects to the amount of money 
which is now being charg ed for this 
work and will call the members of the 
board for a conference at which time 
this matter will be discussed. 


The question concerning the locating 
of the alley first came before the council 
about four y ears ag o, and upon the pe­ 
tition of the property owners the pity 
eng ineer 
was 
instructed 
to 
set 
the 
stakes for the proposed way . 
Several 
of the residents removed the fences that 
obstructed the alley , but a few of the 
property holders refused to obey the in­ 
structions of the council. 
Since then 
the question has been before the council 
several times. 
About three months ag o the property 
owners ag ain submitted a petition ask­ 
ing that the alley be opened, and 
the 
city eng ineer, E. B. Doug lass, was in­ 
structed to set the stakes. 
When 
the 
plat was made it was found th at 
the 
boundaries of that block did not ag ree 
with those of the city and the city coun­ 
cil ordered that the alley be opened ac­ 
cording to the orig inal plat of the block. 
This was done and the stakes set. 
A few of the property ow*ners then 
stated th at they were willing to open 
the alley if all the property holders did 
the same, but they did not believe that 
they should g ive the g round when the 
alley was not opened throug h the entire 
square. 
When the council was inform­ 
ed that this was the principal difficu ]tY 
they immediately ordered the city m ar­ 
shal and street commissioner to remove 
the fence4» and open the alley as ordered. 
This has been done and it is believed 
that the matter has been finally settled 
satisfactory to all the parties concerned.

sh ould be filled by election at one 
time, so as to permit adeq uate and 
uncoufused public ex amination of th e 
candidates for every elective office.

success of democratic government in 
th e cities of Great Britain and oth er 
foreigu democracies, as well as in Gal­ 
veston, Des Moin» 3 and oth er Amer­ 
ican cities th at are governed by ‘com­ 
missions.’

Th e governor of Montana not long 
ago sent a message to th e legislature 
advocating th e amendment of th e con­ 
stitution to make th e state mine in­ 
spector, state veterinarian and state 
printer elective, “th us to remove,” lie 
pleaded, “th e last element of monarch y 
from our beloved state.” 
After all, th e most foolish ballot 
q uery of all is th e common one “Wh o 
sh all be coroner?" 
To all th ese foolish q uestions no one 
but th e politician finds it worth wh ile 
to give a serious answer.

square as e idenee <(f the progressive 
spirit and the prosperity of the com­ 
munity more patent than fat sheep or 
bulging corecribs 
In K ansas hundreds of farm ers have 
bought automobiles. 
That is not a 
new spaper “feature story” for tlie* de­ 
lectation of the gullible and the am use­ 
ment of editorial satirists. 
It is plain 
fact. 
Do not jum p to the conclusion from 
this, however, that many farm ers have 
bought blindly. 
The farm er’s fam il­ 
iarity with tools and farm machinery 
and gasoline engines is a far l»etter 
preparation for intelligent selection of 
a car and intelligent care of it a fte r­ 
w ard thau the ordinary city m an’s su ­ 
perficial knowledge gained from c a ta ­ 
logues and gossip or from w atching a 
thousand “ makes” whir past him on 
the streets.

W ashington, May 13.— Attorney Gen­ 
eral W ickersham adm itted in a letter 
addressed to Chairm an Parker of the 
house committee, a copy of which was 
read in the Ballinger-Pinchot investi­ 
gation committee by Secretary Ballin­ 
ger, 
that 
his 
resum e 
of 
the 
evi­ 
dence in ihe Glavis case was predated, 
as was charged by Louis D. Brandeis, 
attorney for L. R. Glavis. 
The a tto r­ 
ney general explained, however, that 
it was dated back to conform to the 
date when he had subm itted an oral 
opinion on the question to President 
Taft. 
“The sum m ary was necessarily 
made up afterw ard,” stated Mr. Wick- i 
ersham in closing his letter to Mr.; 
Parker, “and properly bore the date of 
the day when the m atter it contained 
was presented to and considered by 
the president. 
There is no m ystery 
about the m atter and nothing wfhich 
may not be freely stated, but due re­ 
gard for tbe constitutional right of the 
executive forbids that the action of the 
president and his adviser should be 
called in question by a subordinate 
branch in this way.” 
Attorney General W ickersham wrote 
this letter to Mr. P ark er in response 
to a letter inquiring as to the propri­ 
ety of the resolution introduced by 
Francis Burton Harrison of New York, 
calling on the attorney general to sub­ 
mit to the house docum entary evi­ 
dence which would establish definitely 
the date of the attorney general’s sum ­ 
m ary of the Glavis case. 
Mr. W ickersham 's synopsis of the 
case hears date of Sept. 11. His letter, 
to Mr. P ark er conveys the impression 
that he considered the Glavis case 
with the president on that date and 
later made his resume conform to that 
date. 
Mr. Brandeis has prepared to 
prove that Mr. W ickersham was in 
New York on Sept. 11 and did not see 
the president until Sept. 12, at Bever­ 
ly. 
The president’s letter exonerating 
Ballinger and condemning Glavis was 
dated Sept. 13. 
Mr. Brandeis was notified by Chair­ 
man Nelson that if he would submit a 
w ritten request that Mr. W ickersham 
be called upon to produce the Lawler 
brief, the committee would make the 
call. 
Mr. Brandeis complied with the 
suggestion and apparently is deter­ 
mined to lay all possible stress, In 
pressing hfs fight on Secretary Ballin­ 
ger of the facts that Mr. W ickersham ’s 
report was predated and that Mr. Law- 
ler, an assistant attorney general of 
the interior departm ent, prepared a 
brief which was used either by the 
president or by Mr. W ickersham and 
then withheld from the senate and 
from the committee when calls were 
made for all the docum ents and papers 
in the case.

Since the night riding affairs in Ten­ 
nessee

the 
tobacco 
growing industry has been spreading 
In other states. Missouri, fur instance, 
reports an enormously increased acre­ 
age for last year, with prospects of a 
still further increase this season. 
To­ 
bacco is by no means confined to the 
south 
Connecticut, it is well known, 
grows magnificent tobacco. 
The leaf 
from the Connecticut river valley vies 
with that of Cuba and Porto Rico as 
a w rapper for cigars 
In view of the spread of the tobac­ 
co Industry the following suggestions 
as to seed are of interest: 
Tobacco seed rarely germ inates over 
75 per cent and often as low as 40 per 
cent, making it necessary to test the 
tobacco seed to be used for sowing 
plant beds, according to information 
being sent out by the horticultural de 
partm ent of the College of Agriculture 
of the University of Wisconsin. 
Some 
years the seed is of especially low vi­ 
tality. and if such seed is used in plant 
beds poor plants are secured, which 
cannot produce a good crop. 
The seed 
harvested last fall was poor, due to the 
early frost. 
Tobacco seed should be cleaned by 
separating from it the light seed and 
foreign material. 
A simple method of 
testing is to place a moistened blotter 
or thick cloth on a dinner plate and on 
to it count a definite num ber of seeds, 
preferably loo or 200. 
Another mois­ 
tened blottor or Cloth should be placed 
over the seeds, which should then be 
covered wiih another plate and set in 
a warm place slightly above room tem ­ 
perature and moistened occasionally. 
In five to seven days most of the 
living seeds will have sprouted, and 
the percentage that are alive may be 
determined by counting. 
If the seed 
is poor, growers should secure better 
seed or use a larger amount of the 
poor seed, subsequently thinning the! 
plants iu 
the beds 
until only 
the 
healthy plants remain. 
Large crops of tobacco can only be 
secured by setting vigorous plants, and 
the yield Is too often reduced by ueg- j 
lect of s o <k1 testing by growers. W here 
a large am ount of seed is to be clean- j 
ed a special seed cleaning machine 
should be used. 
Such a device has 
been designed at the Wisconsin exj>eri 
ment station and is described in bulle­ 
tin 170. which can be had upon appli­ 
cation to the station

Cheap Protection From Lightning. 
As from 700 to 800 people are killed, 
tw ice as many injured ami an immense 
amount of property destroyed by light­ 
ning every year. Professor Henry of 
the w eather bureau thinks more a tte n ­ 
tion should be given to protection from 
lightning. 
The professor has recently 
prepared a paper ou this subject, and 
it has been published as farm ers’ bul­ 
letin No. 307 of the United States de­ 
partm ent of agriculture. 
In explain­ 
ing what lightning is and how to pre­ 
vent buildings from being struck he 
gives au instructive elem entary dis­ 
cussion of electricity, conductors and 
nonconductors, positive and negative 
electrification and electricity in thuu 
derstoruis. 
It is the practical part of 
this paper, however, which will appeal 
most strongly to the farm ers of the 
country. Professor H enry show's how 
lightning rods that are “inexpensive, 
yet effective.” may be put up by an y ­ 
body. 
The following is his list of the 
necessary 
materials: 
Enough 
galva­ 
nized iron telegraph wire to serve for 
the rod, a pound of galvanized iron 
staples to hold the wire in place, a few 
connecting tees and a pound of alu­ 
minium paint. 
He says, “ While iron 
is not so good a conductor as copper. 
It is less likely to cause dangerous 
side flashes, and it also dissipates the 
energy of the lightning flash more ef­ 
fectively than does the copper.” 


Good Points of Rye Bread. 
Rye bread is tIn* staple food of some 
of the sturdiest people of Europe. 
It. 
like wheat, contains every 
element 
needed for body building, including a l­ 
bumen, which is the distinctive ele­ 
ment of meat. 
A case is recorded in 
the prison annals of Poland of a man 
living for over fifty years on bread 
and water, probably rye. 
H alf a cen­ 
tury ago rye was more generally cul­ 
tivated th an wheat. 
The fine white 
bread m ule from bolted w heat is a 
modern product. 
The British Medical 
association recently expressed regret 
at the decline in tlie use of the whole 
cereal products made from the home 
grown grains. Some maintain that the 
bran of wheat is irritating to the m u­ 
cous lining of the Intestine, but this 
objection does not hold equally against 
rye, although it is even more laxative 
than entire wheat bread.

an Analysis of the

Need of Short Bal­ 
lot if People Instead 
of Politicians Are to 
Control

a lti m o r e , May 7 .— w e do 
not now have democratic gov­ 
ernment In the United States 
because 
the 
citizens 
are 
swamped with more poiitical duties 
than they can or will perform, and 
we shall never attain democratic gov­ 
ernment till we get the “short ballot.” 
This was the theme of a brilliant dis­ 
cussion at the last meeting of the 
American Political Science association 
in New York, participated in by col­ 
lege professors and leading writers of 
political reform, 
with A. Lawrence 
Lowell, president of Harvard, in the 
chair. 
The nucleus of the discussion 
was furnished by a paper entitled 
“ ‘Need of Simplification In the Methods 
of Popular Control of Government.” 
This paper was approved by all pres­ 
ent and has now for the first time be­ 
come accessible to the public through 
its publication in the annual volume 
of the proceedings of the association. 
The following are significant ex tracts: 
The theory of an election is some­ 
w hat as follows: It is k nown that on 
a certain day the people are to sele< t 
an officer to perform on their behalf 
certain duties and to hold certain pow­ 
ers. 
The otHce is made desirable by 
reason of the salary and honor and 
power attached to it.

place at every barber shop. 
Suppose we put the polling place ten 
miles out of town on the top of a 


Judgment of the people Just as surely 
is If the county clerk were lost In a 
crowd of other minor officials at the 
bottom of u long ballot. 
The people 
with a few ex ceptions would not go to 
the polls or pay any attention to the 
matter, for the share of each voter in 
the matter of the county clerk ship is 
too insignificant to deserve attention. 
The electorate shrugs its big shoulders 
and flatly declines to be bothered. 
So we face the problem of devising a 
system in which the people not only 
c an participate, but 
u'ill participate. 
The importance of the election must 
reach the consciousness of every voter. 
The way to bring this about is not by 
ex hortation and prayer, but by giving 
real importance to the position that is 
to be filled so as to mak e it naturally 
conspicuous. 
For instance, the office 
of state assemblyman in New York is 
among the neglected positions. 
In ac­ 
tual practice this is now an appoin 
tive position—appointive by some self 
established and Irresponsible coterie of 
local politicians. Even in the off years, 
when the assemblyman Is sometimes 
the only place on the ballot, ex perience 
shows that the people do not tak e con­ 
trol. 
The place cannot, of course, be 
* 
• 
made appointive by any other elective 
officer. 
The proper alternative is to 
Increase the importance of the office 
At present the assemblyman is a mere 
one one-hundred-and-flftieth 
of one- 
half of a legislature, whose actions are 
closely circumscribed by the coustitu- 
tiou and subject to tlie veto of the gov­ 
ernor.

It has, however, certain distinct 
limitations based on familiar facts of 
human nature, and in tHe United States 
these limitations have been stupidly 
overstepped. 


T h e Limitations of Control by Election 
The theory of an election as out­ 
lined presupposes that the voter is 
to have an opportunity to get some 
k ind of acquaintance with the claims 
of the various aspirants for the office. 
If he falls to do this it is Inevitable 
that his vote will be unintelligent and 
easily controlled by those who have a 
special and private Interest In the elec­ 
tion. 
If the voter In a large community Is 
to k now the candidates it is necessary 
that the latter secure a proper amount 
of publicity so that each candidate 
shall become in the mind of the voter 
a definite mental picture—a plcturo so 
definite that the voter will develop a 
preference based on adequate informa­ 
tion. 
It must be evident tiiat there is 
a limit to the number of elections 
which 
can 
be 
held 
simultaneously 
without blurring these mental pictures. 
Any man must admit that it would 
not be practicable to hold 100 real elec- { 
tions < n one day. 
No voter could re- ¡ 
member several hundred candidates, 
even if he tried to do so in systematic 
j 
fashion, and a system which put the 
names of several hundred candidates 
for a hundred offices upon the ballot j 
without the aid of some guide or 
trademark label would result In con- j 
fusiou, out of which would emerge as I 
victors not the candidates who were 
most successful In getting votes, but 
•those who were least unsuccessful. 
It 
would be like letting school children 
vote, and the result would have uo sig­ 
nificance as an ex pression of opinion. I 
The same condition will be true of a 
* ballot which has much less than 100 
places to be filled. 
It will be true, in 
part at least, at any election where a 
nonpartisan ballot would be Imprac­ 
ticable. 
Tak e the ballot you voted at the last 
election. 
Cut It up with a pair of 
shears and paste it together with the 
party labels eliminated, so that for 
the office of county clerk , for Instance, 
you will be compelled to choose be­ 
tween Smith aud Jones and Robinson. 
If on look ing over this ballot you find 
that you are lost without the party 
label to guide you, that your vote for

y ou have not been ex ercising 
control, but have by a k ind of prox y- 
giving delegated your share of the 
control of those offices to some one 
else. 
A voter who votes blindly Is being 
bossed. 
Very few voters, even ^ the 
illiterate, vote a ballot 
e ntire ly blindly. 
Even the Italian street digger proba­ 
bly has certain reasons for supporting 
A. or IT. tor governor, but every Amer­ 
ican citizen, with the ex ception of the 
professional politicians, votes blindly 
on certain parts of his ballot and is to 
that ex teut being bossed. 


T h e Ph en o men o n o f “Ap ath y.” 
The wide acceptance of bosslsm is 
commonly denounced as “apathy” 
or 
“Indifference,” and people say “the 
citizens are asleep and only the pol­ 
iticians are awak e.” 
It is an ancient 
libel, 
American citizens are 
as a 
I w hole no more naturally apathetic 
.than the citizens of any other demo­ 
cratic nation. If the burghers of Glas­ 
gow w ere brought In a body to Phila­ 
delphia and compelled to hold a few 


day under the other conditions. 
That Is what I mean by saying that 
apathy Is relative, depending entirely 
upon how much Is required. 


The Profession of Citizenship. 
We have made citizenship even more 
inaccessible to the people than I have 
described when I put the polling place 
on the mountain top. 
If you and I 
could, by walk ing ten miles and climb­ 
ing a mountain once a year, become ef­ 
fective participants In politics it is not 
at all unlik ely that we would mak e the 
effort. 
Rut we have a system of poli­ 
tics so elaborate by reason of the mul­ 
tiplicity of elective offices that citizen­ 
ship has come to be considered a sep­ 
arate profession. 
That Is the very 
climax of Inaccessibility; it removes 
citizenship to a distance equivalent to 
a year’s journey. 
Every citizen k nows that, reformers 
to the contrary, little is gained in the 
effectiveness of the citizen by attend­ 
ance at caucuses and primaries. A cit­ 
izen must become so familiar with po­ 
litical work ings, so strenuous in his 
opinions and in his political activity, 
that he becomes a member of the little 
conclave that meets previous to the 
caucuses to set the tables for the elec­ 
torate, before he begins to ex ercise any 
real control over the business of nomi­ 
nation and election. 
He can do that 
only at the serious sacrifice of other 
business. In consequence the men who 
) become and remain effective politi­ 
cians are either men who find in poli­ 
tics satisfactory remuneration or else 
the leisure class, including millionaires 
and tramps. 
The hope of America does not lie 
with any such class as this, but rather 
with the men whose time is too valua­ 
ble to permit them to go Into politics 
When we mak e politics a profession 
we automatically ex clude 95 per cent 
of the voters—the great unbribable 
mass of the community. 
To restore 
control to 1(X) per cent of the people, 
to secure democracy In place of gov­ 
ernment by politicians, we must so 
simplify politics that it will no longer 
constitute a separate profession. 
We 
must simplify it until a busy man can 
In ills scanty spare time become suffi­ 
ciently versed in its mysteries to be­ 
come effective. 
To simplify politics means that we 
must strive to approach our ideal of 
an election, where the candidates come 
forward, to get a full hearing and each 
voter selects his favorite and has a 
reason. 
The “Short Ballot.” 
One test of practicability Is the need 
for a “tick et” or a “label” to guide the 
voter, aud when we call for the selec­ 
tion of ten, twenty or thirty officials 
on one day we find that the people be­ 
gin to vote by tick ets, by party labels 
instead of by men, giving themselves 
over blindly to the guidance of poli­ 
ticians. 
But it Is certainly possible to elect 
one man on one day In ideal fashion. 
Ex perience has demonstrated that be­ 
yond a doubt. 
The ex perience of cer­ 
tain western cities that are governed 
by commissions of five elected on a 
nonpartisan ballot shows that the av­ 
erage citizen can manage to select five 
separute favorite candidates without 
the aid of a tick et. 
Whether the ex act 
limit is five or six or seven is, of 
course, a m atter that cannot be ex act­ 
ly demonstrated. 
But tick ets have 
been used at times In some of those 
cities, showing that five Is at least near 
the border line. 
Accessibility thus attained is not 
enough, however. 
The people will not 
Inevitably participate even if they can. 
Having led our horse to water, we 
must get him to drink . 
For instance, 
suppose w*e elected a county clerk and 
no one else at a given election. There 
Is an Ideally short ballot—just 
a single 
place to be filled— a perfectly “accessi­ 
ble” bit of politics. 
Yet the ballot on 
that occasion would fail to gather the

The L im itations of Democracy. 
And so we have two practical limita­ 
tions to our ideal of an election: 
First.—The number of officials to be 
elected at any one time must be limit­ 
ed to five or less; and, 
Secoud.—The elective offices must be 
limited to those that are of such im­ 
portance and character that the people 
will consent to ex ert themselves to 
mak e the selection themselves. 
In building a democracy everything 
else must be warped to fit these funda­ 
mental limitations, for these are the 
limitations of the people themselves. 
We cannot wait for human nature to 
change; we must order our institutions 
to fit human nature. 
There is no hope 
in putting a square collar on our horse 
and theu condemuing the horse for 
failure to grow a square neck. 
Ac­ 
cordingly, while it may seem desirable 
to have a state treasurer elected so as 
to secure independent audit of ac­ 
counts, we must secure protection in 
some different way if it is found in 
practice that the people do not select 
the state treasurer for themselves. 
It may seem desirable in a city for 
various reasons to have a large council 
elected at large, but that plan with all

The fact that Great Britain, most of 
Canada and other foreign democracies 
recognize the inert clumsiness of the 
electorate and call for only the sim­ 
plest popular participatlou is a big 
enough difference to account for their 
relative success. 
It is the acceptance 
of the same principle that ex plains the 
success of the new notion of govern­ 
ing American cities by small boards 
or “commissions.” 
And until our pol­ 
itics is simplified in deference to the 
human limitations of the electorate in 
our states, counties and cities the 
American people can never really con­ 
trol their government. 
Many a reformer will disagree with 
this and cite the effective rush to arms 
that has been made by the people un­ 
der present conditions on this or that 
happy occasion as showing the people 
can control now if they want to, but 
there is always the relapse, as the re­ 
former himself will confess. On such 
occasions an abnormal condition of 
public activity has been created, usual­ 
ly through the means of great and 
costly stimulation. 
Being abnormal. 
It cannot 
persist 
indefinitely, 
and. 
either through the ceasing of thWstim­ 
ulus or the failure of the old stimulus 
to stimulate any longer, we have the 
Inevitable reversion to normal condi­ 
tions. 
The need of simplification in our 
methods of popular control of govern­ 
ment is based on nothing less thau the 
necessity for getting something that 
In actual operation will prove practical 
When we have by sufficient study 
and ex periment along these lines ar­ 
rived at a point where the electorate 
votes only for men It k nows, we shall 
have real popular control, real democ­ 
racy and government that more ac­ 
curately responds to public opinion.

Berlin, May 13.—From the Univer­ 
sity of Berlin Colonel Roosevelt has 
received the degree of doctor of phil­ 
osophy honoris causa. The proceedings 
started with a new ex perience for the 
k aiser, that of being k ept waiting for 
a ceremony. The ex ercises in Univer­ 
sity hall had been set for 11:30. 
The 
k aiser and the empress, the crown 
prince and the Prince Eitel Fritz and 
the princesses, as well as General Von 
Plassen, Foreign Minister Von Schoen 
and the emperor’s equerries arrived at 
the hall at 11:15 for the preliminary 
greetings and ex change of courtesies 
with the authorities of the university. 
It was twenty-five minutes later when 
Colonel Roosevelt and the members of 
his family arrived from the American 
embassy. 
While waiting for the ar- 
i rival of the colonel the k aiser appear­ 
ed to be somewhat fidgety, but he 
greeted the former president warmly. 
The colonel ascended the platform 
and began his address at 11:5 5 . 
He 
finished at 12:28. 
It was a hot, sunny 
day and the crowded hall was very 
warm. 
Two or three officers of the 
student corps on the platform look ed 
as though they were ready to faint, 
but the presence of the k aiser and the 
honor of the corps w^as upheld to the 
finish. The remainder of the audience, 
who were seated, suffered less. 
Many 
of the elderly professors indulged in 
peaceful naps. 
Indeed, the colonel’s 
address did not seem to interest any 
section of the audience. 
Twice only 
were the people moved to any ex hibi­ 
tion of feeling. 
The first was w'hen 
the colonel in his most serious and 
most emphatic manner declared it to 
be the duty of the wife to manage the 
household and bear many healthy chil- 
drne. 
This dictum has been heard 
from the colonel at every place he has 
visited in Europe. 
In Stock holm it 
was received with a storm of applause. 
Here it seemed to tick le the Teutonic 
sense of humor. 
A titter of laughter 
passed over the entire hall and awok e 
the professors and others from their 
peaceful slumbers. 
Toward the close 
of the address, when the colonel allud­ 
ed in glowing terms to the German 
troops he had seen at the maneuvers, 
the audience applauded. 
At the conclusion of the address the 
dean of the faculty of philosophy pre­ 
sented the colonel with his diploma in 
an eloquent speech in German, after 
which the student choir sang “The 
Star Spangled Banner.’'
